Pray without Ceasing

ANY DECADES ago Paul gave us the key 

MI to the secret of successful overcoming. 

“Pray without ceasing,” he said: not 

once in a while, not once a day or once a week, 

not just in time of stress or emergency, but “‘with- 
out ceasing.” 

Progress in Truth depends upon the number of 
seconds spent every day in thinking thoughts that 
uplift and bless and leave in their wake an easier 
path for the thoughts of Truth that are to follow. 
By persistently thinking of Truth we create a sort 
of groove in our mind. The first Truth thoughts 
may be difficult because of their newness, but as 
time goes on the trail is worn smooth, and new 
thoughts of Truth profit by this “road breaking.” 
Then almost before we know it the majority of 
our thoughts are right thoughts, and the Truth 
habit is firmly entrenched, thanks to persistence. 

It is interesting to find that as we work ahead 
in Truth every moment spent away from the con- 
sciousness of God is a moment that leaves us feel- 
ing empty. We begin to long for the living waters 
that will take the taint of worldly thought from 
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us. Immediately we begin to lift up our mind to 
God, and thereafter we are watchful to maintain 
greater purity of consciousness. So it is that per- 
sistence makes us more aware of the entrance of 
wrong thoughts and their effects upon us. 

Many seek after Truth who want the results 
without putting in the necessary work. They need 
to understand that they cannot get results without 
working for them, Once they have adjusted them- 
selves to the realization that the something-for- 
nothing attitude is as fruitless in spiritual mat- 
ters as it is in material affairs—is, in fact, an 
indication of laziness—they get to work in good 
earnest, for they do not wish to live under their 
own condemnation. For after the first awakening 
their mind cannot return to its former indolence 
but must rest uneasily until given definite construc- 
tive work to do. 

Others say they have no time for denials, af- 
firmations, periods of silence. Nearly every Truth 
student makes this excuse in the beginning, but 
as he learns to give what time he can spare he finds 
inevitably that more time is given him. God is no 
half-giver of good gifts. Having inspired the de- 
sire for more spiritual life, He can be depended 
upon to provide the necessary time for devotions. 
It is for this type of student to realize fully that 
God is not more tender toward us because we are 
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able to offer such plausible excuses but that He 
can and will banish every obstacle between us 
and the fulfillment of our desire to give more time 
each day to Truth. 

Many of our tasks demand little more than mere 
mechanical activity. The mind is left free to in- 
dulge in whatever kind of thinking it chooses. 
Some of the best work a Truth student does is 
done at times when, his hands busy at some ac- 
customed task, he engages his mind in thoughts 
that lift and bless. As soon as we are willing to 
admit to ourselves that our excuses for not pray- 
ing emanate from a desire to put off until tomor- 
row the things that would require more effort than 
we want to put out today, we shall understand 
that we are not doing our part and cannot con- 
scientiously ask God to do His, This awakening 
will presently result in our giving every possible 
moment to God and in our trusting Him to in- 
crease the number of quiet moments that we can 
give to Him as we show we merit such increase. 

Still others say that the result of their attempt 
at concentration is not demonstration but nervous- 
ness. This can easily be the result when we try with 
great effort to direct our thoughts into a certain 
channel, The more we seek by will power to force 
our thoughts in one direction the greater difficulty 
and discomfort we encounter. But when we are 
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wholeheartedly interested in what we are doing, 
our thoughts turn naturally to that which appeals 
to us. True concentration consists in such com- 
plete absorption in one idea that no other idea 
holds any attraction. So we find that strenuous 
effort toward concentration is unnecessary. When 
we sincerely desire to commune with God and to 
know more of Truth, we find that our thoughts 
naturally lend themselves to spiritual endeavor. 
Instead of our becoming wrought up, tense, or 
nervous our whole being is pervaded with a sense 
of peace. The ability to concentrate on Truth for 
a longer period each successive day comes from 
persistently keeping at our daily devotions. 

Demonstrations are the result of faithfulness 
to our devotions, making a daily routine of them. 
Persistence implies a moment-by-moment acknow]- 
edging of good to be supreme, no matter how 
contradictory appearances may seem, This is what 
is meant by praying without ceasing. The only 
permanent and dependable happiness to be found, 
as well as the only protection and security we shall 
ever know, is the result of persistence in our spirit- 
ual work. 

Now more than ever the world needs our co- 
Operative thought every minute we can give it. 
The good we can do is immeasurable if we will ad- 
here to our daily routine and allow nothing to 
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tempt us away from it. We can hasten the day 
of our own manifested Christhood and that of 
every man if we will set ourselves each day to 
maintaining the consciousness of Christ in us to 
the greatest degree possible in our present state 
of unfoldment. 

“For he that wavereth is like a wave of the 
sea ... let not that man think that he shall re- 
ceive any thing of the Lord.” In searching the Bible 
for the more encouraging promises we cannot af- 
ford to overlook that very plain statement. Only 
unwavering persistence can result in demonstra- 
tion. Truly we must pray without ceasing, mak- 
ing Truth our most absorbing interest, for the 
hour requires it, the world needs it, and our least 
demonstration depends upon it.

ODAY what are you conscious of as truly 
| present in your life? Do you feel some 
presence within and about you, something 
that is always with you, something that gives you 
comfort in times of trial, something that lives and 
endures through all time? If so, then you are in- 
deed living in the presence of God. If you can 
sense the presence of light, peace, and love when 
outer conditions strive to make evil appear, then 
you have found the comforting, abiding presence 
of God. 

Those who find life difficult have not found 
the presence of God, They are instead more aware 
of what seems to be His absence. They believe 
that sin, evil, disease, and want are present. Of 
course in Truth God could not be present and evil 
be present at the same time. We must think of 
evil as rapidly disappearing to make room in our 
consciousness for the presence of God. This takes 
place as we clear our thought and behold His 
presence. In absolute Truth God is never absent. 
This becomes true to us individually only as we 
gtasp its significance. If we do not, then God does 
not appear to be present, The greatest work we 
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have to do is so to clear our thought and vision 
of all belief in evil that we may behold the om- 
nipresence of God. 

The whole work of Jesus and of Christianity 
is to strengthen man spiritually, to turn him to 
God and reality. The abiding realization of the 
presence of God is man’s only salvation. Jesus so 
completely lived in the presence of God that His 
associates could see it about Him as an aura of 
light. There is perhaps no similar illustration 
within our knowledge where the consciousness of 
light is objectified so powerfully. Had Jesus enter- 
tained a belief in any presence other than the pres- 
ence of God, this aura of light could not have 
been manifested. 

When you are conscious of the presence of 
God—of peace and love—then there can be no 
unrest in your life, The abiding presence is sensed 
when you know with all your heart that God 
is truly present and is more real to you than any- 
thing else in all the world. Regardless of your en- 
vironment, you can get the clear realization of 
God’s omnipresence if in consciousness you pef- 
ceive Truth and hold to it. 

David sang of God: “If I make my bed in hell, 
behold, thou art there.” If in consciousness we 
abide in hell, then hell becomes a reality to us 
and we live therein. All the time however we have 
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access to the presence of God. When we abide 
in His presence, hell is transformed into heaven. 
The first part of the Psalmist’s line shows human 
experience as contrasted with the spiritual prin- 
ciple expressed in the second part. “If I ascend 
up into heaven, thou art there.” 

The spiritual world sustained by the presence 
of God is everywhere present. The evil that man 
objectifies through his ignorance is like a mist that 
hides the spiritual world from his eyes. We are 
not to think of God as present in the evil but of 
the evil as having no “presence” or reality in 
Truth. Were God present in evil, we could not 
hope to escape it. Were God truly in evil, evil 
would be a reality. God would need to know evil 
in order to sustain it and to abide in ‘it, even as 
we need to know the presence of God in order to 
live in it. 

Man’s only freedom from the claims of evil, 
sin, disease, and want lies in his consciousness 
that in reality he has no relation to these what- 
ever. In Spirit, he is at one with God and His 
manifold blessings. In Spirit he is eternally unified 
with the abiding presence of God as light, peace, 
love, and life. 

Whoever you are and wherever you live, you 


can become conscious of God’s presence.—Frank 
B. Whitney.

HOSE who are still in sense consciousness 

| think of courage as something that springs 

from the personal will of man, as some-

“Invite Health” is 
its title, and it is written by Ceil MacDonald, a nurse 
who herself went through an experience with this 
disease and was completely healed. Because of her 
own successful experience and her many oppor- 
tunities to help others toward the same goal, the 
PROGRESS editors asked her to write what she 
thinks a patient should do to “invite health.”
